Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1972. 

It  xras  a healthy  year  in  Crewkernej  measles  xras  the  only  infectious 
disease  notified. 

This  is  roy  25th  and  last  Annual  Report  to  the  Council.  I have  seen 
many  changes  drxring  my  time  in  the  town,  probably  tb_o  most  startling  being 
the  increase  of  road  traffic.  V/hat  used  to  be  a quiet  market  town  has 
become  another  irritating  delay  on  the  mad  rush  Uest. 

The  population  has  increased  by  about  1,000,  the  prosperity  has 
also  increased.  The  standard  of  living  of  Crewkernians  has  never  been 
higher.  The  children  have  never  been  healthier. 

Mr.  Uatson,  the  Clerk,  and  I entered  the  Cotmcil  Service  in  1948, 
in  1952  Mr.  Gully  and  my  Secretary  joined  the  team  and  xre  have  worked 
amicably  together  ever  since,  I would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  them 
and  to  the  Council  xirho  have  alxmys  treated  me  x>rith  courtesy  and  con- 
sideration, I would  also  like  to  congratulate  the  Chairman  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  Mr,  Jack  Tett,  who  joined  the  Council  in 
April,  1948,  and  is  the  senior  serving  Coxmcillor.

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SECTION  A 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  tho  Area 

PoTJulation  The  Registrar  General  has  given  the  population  of 
Crev/kerne  to  bo  4,900,  a slight  increase  on  the  previous  ^'■oar.  The  density 
is  5.9  per  acre.  The  Rateable  Value  was  £194,150  and  the  product  of  a now 
penny  rate  £1,870, 

Birth  Rate  The  corrected  birth  rate  was  13.7  per  thousand  compared 
with  a figure  of  14.8  for  England  and  ¥ales.  There  is  a substantial 
decrease  in  both  these  figures  over  the  previous  year.  There  were  five 
illegitimate  births.  This  Tras  SJo  of  all  live  births. 

Death  Rate  The  corrected  death  rate  was  10,3  per  thousand,  com- 
pared with  a national  figure  of  12,1,  Out  of  a total  of  seventy  deaths, 
twenty- throe  were  due  to  heart  disease,  twelve  wore  duo  to  cancer.  There 
was  an  increase  in  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  which  accounted  for 
a further  t\/elve.  Appendix  A,  Table  3 shows  the  fxill  details  of  the  causes 
of  death. 

Maternal  Mortality  There  V7oro  no  maternal  deaths  in  1972, 

Stillbirths  There  was  one  stillbirth  during  tho  same  period. 

Infant  Mortality  There  were  four  infant  deaths,  all  duo  to  pro- 
maturity  , 

Social  Conditions  There  was  little  change  in  tho  mode  of  life  for 
the  majority  of  people  in  Cj^ewkorno  despite  tho  continued  rise  in  tho  cost 
of  living.  The  most  dramatic  rise  was  in  the  cost  of  houses  which  reached 
a level  well  beyond  the  resources  of  most  young  married  people. 


SECTION  B 


Genoral  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  tho  Aroa 

The  health  services  provided  by  the  Soraersot  County  Council  con- 
tinued unchan^jed, 

Tlie  Cliild  Nelfaro  Clinic  was  held  twice  a month  and  developmental 
checks  on  infants  were  carried  out  regularly.  These  were  appreciated  by 
the  parents. 

The  tiro  playgroups  continued  to  flourish  and  both  had  waiting  lists, 

I inspected  all  the  Schools  in  Crewkorne  during  tho  year  and 
details  arc  given  in  Appendix  B,  Table  1.  Tho  noir  comprehensive  system 
of  education  has  increased  tho  school  population  of  the  toim  considerably 
and  tho  inspections  took  much  longer  than  in  previous  years. 

The  sipcech  therapy  clinic  was  hold  once  a week.  There  was  still  a 
waiting  list  for  treatment. 

Only  tvro  orthopaedic  clinics  wore  held  due  to  tho  illness  of  tho 
orthopaedic  sister  who  was  appointed  early  in  tho  year, 

Tho  school  dental  clinic  was  open  throughout  the  year  and  in 
addition  all  schools  wore  inspected. 

llodornisation  of  tho  toilet  block  at  the  Ashlands  School  was  com- 
pleted in  a very  satisfactory  manner. 

Ramus  House,  tho  County  homo  for  tho  aged,  was  fully  occupied  and 
there  is  a considerable  waiting  list  for  admission, 

Tho  Crcirkcrno  Old  Peoples'  Welfare  Association  continued  to 
flourish  and  wore  raising  funds  during  the  3-oar  to  build  their  own 
centre , 


SECTION  C 


Prevention  aiid  Control  over  Infectious  Disoasos  and  Other  Diseasos 

Apart  from  measles  no  other  infectious  diseases  v;ere  notified  to 
mo  during  the  3'’oar,  There  were  no  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

The  Ifass  Radiography  Service  continued  noicing  regular  visits  to 
the  town  and  received  fair  support, 

I carried  out  my  B.C.G.  progranvae  of  vacciimtion  against  tuber- 
culosis in  the  autumn.  I vaccinated  106  at  b’adhan  and  twenty- throe  at 
Maiden  Beech  Iliddle  School, 

All  I’outino  imiiiuni  sat  ions  against  diphtheria.,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  arc  carried  out  by  i^rivatc  practitioners. 
The  schedule  is  programmed  by  the  computor.  This  saves  an  enormous 
ajnount  of  paper  work  and  is  accepted  by  both  doctors  and  pa,tieu'ts  as 
beirgvory  satisfactory.

latic  Conditions  In  1972,  althougli  the  weather  was  equable, 
spring  was  late  and  surarior  did  not  really  start  until  July.  From  then 
on  there  was  a good  deal  of  sunshine  and  the  weather  continued  mild 
until  the  end  of  the  year, 

viator  Supjply  The  water  supply  provided  b37-  the  ¥ossex  ^'^ater  Board  was 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year  both  in  qtiality  and  quantity.  There  are 
approximately  1,840  houses  in  Crewkeme  and  only  two  of  these  do  not  have 
a mains  supply,.  Sampling  was  carrijo  on  o regularly  by  both  the  ¥ossex 
Vlater  Board  (44  samples)  and  by  oui-  v'to.  hca,lth  department  (28  samples)  and 
I am  pleased  to  state  that  all  the  sa’X'les  examined  wore  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal  The  preparation  and  plans  for  the 
improvenent  of  the  Eastern  Outfall  ¥orks  continued.  The  approximate  cost 
of  this  work  will  be  £180,000,  The  Northern  Outfall  Forks  are  to  be  joined 
by  a new  sewer  with  the  Merriott  (Chard  D.D.C.)  works  at  a cost  of  £110,000, 

There  are  two  houses  in  the  town  with  chemical  closets. 

Refuse  Collection  The  Council  continued  a regular  weekly  collection  of 
refuse  but  with  tv^ice  weekly  collections  for  schools  and  food  premises. 

Public  Conveniences  There  are  tv^o  public  conveniences  in  the  town. 

These  are  well  maintained. 

Rodent  Control  Our  part-time  rodent  control  ox) orator  carried  out 
regular  test  baiting  of  Council  property  and  seircrs  and  dealt  promptly 
with  complaints  from  private  residents.  No  serious  infestation  was 
reported  during  the  year. 

Swi pirnn  ng^^aths  Two  County  schools  and  one  private  school  have  swimm- 
ing baths'.*  All  use  mains  water  and  chlorinate  regularly  in  accordance 
with  the  code  laid  down  by  the  County  Council. 

Nuisances  Complaints  wore  received  from  time  to  time  by  the  Public 
Health  Department,  They  varied  considerably  in  nature.  All  were  dealt 
with  promptly  and  satisfactorily. 

B.  Factories  Act 

Details  of  the  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
are  shovm  in  A]}pendix  D,  Table  1, 

C.  Offices.  Chons  and  Railway  Premises  Apt 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  a number  of  the  eighty-six 
registered  promises.  Only  informal  action  wa.s  necessary. 

D.  Housing 

Details  of  the  housing  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  are  given  in 
Appendix  D,  '-.able  2. 

Althougli  the  Council  did  not  build  any  houses  in  1972,  their  pro^amme 
includes  forty— two  for  general  need  next  year  and  a further  twenty-six  old 
peoples  dwellings  with  a Harden,  and  a further  thirty  for  general  need  in 
1974. 

The  demandfor  housing  continued  and  of  the  totoJL  of  200  on  the  waiting 
list  t;fenty-oi{^t  x^ere  classified  as  urgent. 

The  Council  continued  to  encourage  applications  for  both  staindard  and 
discretionary  grants  and  gave  approval  for  thirteen  standard  grants. 

E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Milk  Milk  sampling  was  carried  out  regularly  by  the  Coxinty  Health 
Department  and  forty— nine  saii:5)les  were  examined.  All  were  satisfactory, 
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Ice  Croam  Fifteen  premises  are  registered  for  the  3?etr.il  of  pre- 
packed ice  cream.  Oiir  I’nblic  Health  Inspector  took  twenty-two  samples 
during  tloc  yeni-o  Twenty  were  placed  in  Grade  I and  two  in  Grade  II, 

ffeat  There  are  no  licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the  tovm  and  no 
routine  meat  inspection  was  necessary^ 

Fool  Hygiene  Regulations  There  are  fifty-throe  promises  registered 
under  these  pogulations  and  all  complied  with  the  requirements.  Only 
informal  action  was  taken  to  secure  compliance.
